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ORTH OF VENEZUELA. 


A brief statement of facts is necéssa- 


ry to explain what kind of a man the 


republican candidate for governor. of 
Indiana is. Ifwe correctly understand 
the ſacts, Orth is one of the happiest 
and choicest representatives of Grant- 
ism that the countryaffords. No won- 
der that he was appointed minister to 
Austria, or that he is carrying the 
standard of his party in his state. Noth- 
ing could be more appropriate. But if 
the people of Indiana do not repudiate 
Orth in October by a large majority, 
then the mutterings of the independent 
and even of some of the republican pa- 
pers in Indiana are no indications of 
the popular feeling. 

These are the facts in brief. In 1868 
a mixed commission met in Caracas, 
Venezuela,in accordance with the pro- 
visions of a treaty made in 1866 to settle 
internatiohal claims pending between 
that country and the United States. J. 
M. Stilwll, an intimate friend of Sena- 
tor Morton,was the American minister 
at that time; his brother-in-law, W. P. 
Murray, acted as secretary of legation; 
David M. Talmage was the member of 
the mixed commission on the part of 
the United States, with a young man 
named Machado, who had been secre- 
tary of Talmage’s gas company in Cara- 
cas, for umpire. These men formed a 
ring; not only to cheat a poor and small 
government out of large sums, but to 
blackmail the few American claimants 
who had just claims. None of the 
latter could procure an award without 
first agreeing to give the ring at least 
one-ha:if of whatever sum might be 
awarded. The most Outrageous jobs 
were put through this commission, 
smal! claims were enormously inflated, 
dead and long-buried claims were res- 
urrected, and all sorts of ‘devices re- 
sorted to by the rascally blackmailers 
to filltheir own pockets. Portions of 
the plunder, in the shape of certificates 
of award, were traced into the hands 
of Stilwell, Murray, Talmage and God- 
love S. Orth. 1 

After weak Venezuela had paid out 
eight times as much as she knew was 
legitimately due from her, and becom- 
ing fully acquainted with the 
atrocious character of the swindle, she 
demanded a new commission to 
revise the uwards made at Caracas.

iets ire. We could in fact spare a 
billion of them wirheut u ‘regret. 
Some plautations near OCol- 
umbus and ‘Talbotton seem 
to have a supply already. They are 
plentiful only in spots. and those spots 
of the state are in no reported | instance 
of large dimensions. 

The swarms that have taken the 
place of Sherman’s army and are real 
ly beseiging the city with a view of 
starving us out, are clearly to the man- 
ner born. None of them bave 
wings to speak of, although they are 
endowed with a wonderful capacity of 
digéstion. Their wings. are sprouting 
however rapidlv. Natives though 
they are by birth, vet it 
is plain that their immediate ancestors 
were carpet-baggers from—no ane 
knows where. They do not tesemble 
in the least the grasshopper of pure 
Georgia extraction.
